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THE BEST USE OF LIP READING. 

Lip reading is a recognized form of 
aid ro tbe deaf and hard of hearing. 
It is coming to be recognized as 
haps the most efficacious means 
of overcoming the handicap of 
deafas— , But it has its critics in 
«a who object to tbe fashion in 
which it is sometimes taught. One 
of these, himself a person who hears 
,ly and who has studied lip-read 
ing, writes to tbe Daily News that 
icrsons are being misled by a 
system of teaching it. 
Bj this he means the exaggerated 
manner of speaking used by some 
teachers of lip reading. He de- 
clares I bat this way has been used 
by some of the teachers in Chicago 
night schools. 

It is apparent, of course, that if 
the denf person is to profit through 
Jip he must learn to read 

the lips of persons as they speBk 
naturally and normally. People in 
nking to deaf persons, are not 
likely to make a special effort of 
their lips, to form their words with 
unusual care, even though they 
might know that their listener was a 
lip reader, a fact which the latter 
expected to, wish to conceal. 
The Daily News contributor de- 
be learned to read lips 
i xaggerated me- 
which be has been en- 
lo unlearn it and replace 
with l sane knowledge of lip 
reading He quotes Nitcbie, the 
authority on the subject, whose text 
k, "Lip Reading Principles and 
Practice," is that approved through- 
out the country, to the effect that 
exaggerated method is a waste 
of the time. Tbe same authority 
may be further quoted as follows: 

" Tbe exaggeration of the facial 
movements, •mouthing,' usually 
arises on your part from tbe best 
ntions to help us understand.

us. Such exaggeration throws the 
mouth out of all natural movement 
and formation and makes it impos-

Postmaster Patten announces the 
statistics oovering the Postal Savings 
System at New York, including all 
the stations of the New York I'ost 
Office located iu Manhattan and the 
Bronx, for the month of August, 
have just been compiled, and that 
1 hey show a gratifying iucrease for 
this month of 1718,595. 

The total orr deposit now, not- 
withstanding the war and the high 
cost of living, has reached in the 
two boroughs named $29,127,045. 
This sum is to the credit of not 
I ewer than 157,268 depositors 
During the month of August there 
was an increase of 1,768 in the 
number ol pertoot with money on 
deposit. 

Every effort is being made by the 

New York Post Office to bring 
the advantages of the Postal 
Savings System to. the attention of 
the public, including the many 
points which money may be de- 
posited or withdrawn, the facility 
of opening accounts, and of de- 
positing and withdrawing money, 
the interest paid and the absolute 
safety of the system, since tire 

Government guarantee?, the seosn 
ly of all money received. 

With .1 view 10 assisting this pro- 
paganda, arrangements have been 

made with the enthoritles of the 

Board of Kducation to distribute 
circulars giving full particul 1 
I lie System among the child] en, 
who will lie asked tu take them to 
their parents. 

These ciiculars have been print- 
ed not only in English but in many 
foreign languages, with the idea of 
reaching those who would not like- 
ly otherwise acquire knowledge of 

the benefits the system aiTords. 

Those who for any reason fail to 
receive the circulars through the 
schools, may obtain them at any of 
the stations of the New York 
Office.

Every man and 
woman here today could honestly 
and feelingly echo the words of the 
poet, Fitz Green Halleck, "None 
knew thee but to love thee, nor 
named thee but to praise." 

What we lacked, however, was 
Mr. Teegarden had 
been untiring in his efforts to have 
us erect some fitting tribute to the 
memory of the good Doctor, but 
with little material success. With 
the organization of the Alumni As- 
sociation we have been able to push 
the matter along toward today's 
consummation. 

It seems that Dr. Brown needs no 
enlogy. " By their fruits shall ye 
know them," it is written, and surely 
the fruits of his love and labor for 
his deaf children are many and 
abundant. They speak forcibly 
and redound more satisfyingly to his 
honor and praise than any verbal 
attempt of mine. 

This beautiful school for one! 
How it speaks of unremitting toil, 
the many trials and disappointments 
bravely and unflinchingly borne and 
the self-sacrificing spirit of the man ! 
The older generation has not 
forgotten those things. This school 
stands a beautiful and lasting 
monument to \n Jirown, and, please 
God, his name shall not be forgotten 
as long as it stands. 

There are other monuments — other 
fruits of his labor and of his love, 
which I am pleased to call living 
monument*. There are several 
hundred of them — many of them 
here to-day — happy, self-respecting, 
God-fearing men and women, who 
ask nothing of life but a square deal. 
They are independent, self-support- 



ing, law-abiding citizens and tax- 
payers. Many have married; their 
home life is exemplary and their 
children have truly " risen up to call 
them blessed." All that is as Dr. 
Brown had hoped it would be, and 
we have quietly and fittingly shown 
our gratitude to him for bis efforts 
in our behalf by trying to be worthy 
of it all. 

Dr. Brown was a regularly ordain- 
ed minister of the United Presby- 
terian Church. He was a man of 
wide sympathy and a kindly, tender 
heart. He loved little children, and 
the more unfortunate the child, the 
greater the good Doctor's endeavor 
in behalf ef that child. While 
occupying the pulpit of the Third 
U. P. Church, his attention was at- 
tracted to some deaf children. He 
tried to place them in the old Broad 
and Pine Street School at Philadel- 
phia, but that school was over crowd- 
ed. Rather than abandon them to 
their fate, he set to work to do what 
he could for them. This was the 
beginning. 

In 1869, tue first Day School for 
the Deaf in the United States was 
opened with -n enrollment of 14 
pupils. The number soon increas- 
ed to 45. The experiment was not 
satisfactory for the needs of deaf 
children. So in 187 1 a charter was 
obtained and a Board of Trustees 
formed to organize a regular school. 
Temporary quarters were leased at 
Turtle Creek, and our friend, Mr. 
James H. Logan, chosen acting prin- 
cipal in 1876. It was here that Mr. 
Teegarden began his teaching 
career. He has continued with the 
Institution ever since and deserved- 
ly earned the love and respect of 
every pupil. Then by a generous gift 
of ten acres of land in 1870 from Mr. 
James Kelly, the way was eventually 
opened for the present big Institu- 
tion. Building operations were de- 
layed several years, because of a 
prior lease through the property of 
the Edgewood R. R. Company. 
This involved much litigation. 
Meantime many children were clam- 
oring for admittance to the over- 
crowded Turtle Creek quarters. 
The Trustees resolved to act. It 
was no use trying to build an Insti- 
tution for deaf and dumb on a rail- 
road track, you know. So they 
compromised with the Company and 
agreed upon a sale. The proceeds 
were used to purchase an adjoining 
property of 16 J acres — our present 
site. 

In 1884 a large red brick of much 
architectural beauty was erected. 
Here Dr. Brown was himself Princi- 
pal, but advancing years forced him 
to relinquish the task to a younger 
and more experienced man, 18H9. 
This was Dr. W. N. Burt, who has 
since proved the wisdom of Dr. 
Brown's choice, for he is a man of 
sterling worth and has gained for 
himself the confidence and genuine 
liking of all the pupils, past and 
present. 

In 1899, tQ e beautiful ivy-man- 
tled red brick edifice was destroyed 
by fire. Gone was the life work of 
Dr. Brown ! He was then close to 
eighty years, but the indomitable 
courage of the man was admirable. 
Forgetting his years, remembering 
only the needs of his deaf children, 
he set to work with all the vim and 
vigor of his earlier years to rebuild 
the school. His example was con- 
tagious, for willing helpers rose 
everywhere, and three yearsjlater, 
in 1902, the present beautiful, mo 
dern structure rose, Phoenix-like, 
from the ashes of the old. He over- 
taxed his strength, we know, for 
soon he heard the Master's sum- 
mons. " Come ye that are weary 
and heavy laden and I will give 
you rest." 

Dr. Brown always found time to 
take a keen personal interest in the 
pupils, even up to the closing years 
of his long and busy life. His chief 
concern was for the morals of his 
boys and girls. We remember him 
best in his oft repeated admonition, 
"Be Good." Although Dr. Brown 
was led aside from a regular minis- 
terial career by his missionary zeal, 
he was a true shepherd to thejlaat— 
he fed the "lambs." 

This tablet we place here to-day, 
that our love and reverence for our 
departed friend and benefactor may 
take concerte form and testify th
